ſtrikes at Tyranny, they hold themſelves ac- 
quited of all former Vows, and Duty of Alle- 
giance ; and having remonſtrated their Griefs. 
without Redreſs; they quickly pull him from 
bis Throne, and from their own Hearts toge- 
ther, and immediately endeavour to ſet up a. 
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Their 8 are many of them very fine, and 


mighty humane; but moſt of them (by the Le- 


nity of the Government, and other evil Pro- 


ceedings) are wretchedly abuſed in the Execu- 


tion of them. Every Rogue hy his Friend; 


and though it is contrary to the Laws of the 


Iſland, that any one who is found guilty of 
Wilful Murder, ſhould be parden d; yet if 
the Offender be rich, it is now, very rare to 
| ſee one of them executed. And in all other 
Convictions whatſoever, Money is a moſt ex- 


cellent Ai/tant.. 


Religions they have many, but the only one 
that is eſtabliſn'd, and approved by the pre- 
ſent Laws, is called Antipetrian ; and which is- 
very well calculated ; and entirely free from 
all Idolatry, ignorant Superſtition, and uncha-- 
ritable Inhumanity, And I muſt confeſs that 
the Old Teſtament is as-well known to them, 


as to any Nation upon the Face of the. Earth. 


Their Manufacturies are, perhaps, equal in 


Number and Goodneſs, to thoſe of any King- 


dom in the known World: And the Generali- 
ty of the People are as ingenious and induſtrious. 


as in any Country whatever. 


They have ſeveral Unverſittes and Great 
Schools, where all Branches of uſeful Learning. | 


are as well known and taught, as perhaps in any 
part of Europe, Their own native Language, 


being: 
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being, I believe, the moſt uncouth, and _ 
methodical amongſt them. 


There is a mighty Difference both i in the” 


Temper and Conflitution of the Natives; and 
that too, in both Sexes : The common People, 


of each Sort, are called Stauters; and indeed, 


not improperly; according to the Engliſb Senſe 
of that Word; for perhaps a ſtouter ſort of 
People is not to be found upon the Face of the 
Earth. They are hardy, bold, and generous; 
very induſtrious, noble in their Natures; open, 
free, humane and tender in theirDiſpoſitions : If

but my own Conjectures; that the Puppets 


might formerly have had ſome Correſpondence

and regulate them; as their own Diſcretion may 


inſpire them. During which, theſe //iſe-Acre- 
Nurſes, ſeldom fail to appropriate a!l their old.. 
Caſt- off's to their own private Uſe and Benefit; 


much after the ſame Manner as ſome School- 


maſters charge very large Accounts to the Pa- 


rents, or Friends of their Scholars for New- 


Books, &c. which after a ſmall Time, are 
loſt; and the old fly Syntax knowing how to 


find them again they are carefully collected and 


depoſited till a ſuitable Opportunity ſhall pre- 


ſent itſelf; and then, again and again, they 
help out the Catalogues of a ſecond and third 


Bill, to freſh Purchaſers; to the great Credit 
and Advantage of theſe honeſt and induſtrious 


Inſtructors. 


It is no new Thing, in Puppet Iban, for 


young Gentlemen of very great Eſtates to 


ſpend their Fortunes before they come to them: 


That is to ſay, thoſe who are under Guardage, 
4 | by 
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by the Deaths of their Fathers, &c. So that 


in a very ſhort Time, after they come of Age, 
they are frequently either to be found in a Pri- 


ſon for Debt; or otherwiſe, gone into ſome 


Foreign Country, for fear of one. 

And the original Cauſe of thoſe ruinous 
Miſcarriages, by my Obſervation, I muſt at- 
tribute to the weak Indulgences of their Pa- 


rents in their more tender Days; for having : 


been bred up from their Cradles, without any 
Check to their childiſh Deſires; their wilful 
Humour, by a long Habit, is now fixt abſolute, 
and by a continual Gratification of their un- 
warrantable Wiſhes, they never before, having 
an Occaſion to weigh the Conſequences, their 


childiſh Proceedings ſtill keep Place: When 


Manhood, and Years, ſhould inftrut them 
much better. And we muſt here add, that 


It is a dangerous Thing for a Man of For- 
tune, to ſuffer his Children too much out of 


his Sight; becauſe, either the mercenary 


Views of Servants, &c. or the faſhionable 
Flattery of thoſe of higher Claſs, ſeldom fail 
to conceal their Faults ; hurt their Morals ; 


and encourage their Vices. And to prevent 


an eſtabliſh'd evil-Habitude, no Fault in the 
Behaviour of a Child ought by any Means to 
| - 1 
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paſs unregarded, or unpuniſh'd. Frequent 
uſeful Leſſons; a good, and uncorrupted Edu- 
cation; and a little prudent Correction, when 
they deſerve it, are the beſt Portions that a 
ſenſible Man can poſſibly beſtow upon his 
Children. For, by the Aſſiſtance of theſe, and 
with good Natural Parts, a Man may acquire 
a Fortune; but without them, he will always 
cut a moſt contemptible, or dangerous Figure ; 1 
and if you put ever fo good a Fortune into his 


Hands, he will (a Thouſand to one) make a 
_— bad Uſe of it.

Apprehend that there is no other effeftual 
Way of treating of the Con/titutional-Laws 
and Government of this Ifland, than by ſetting 


| ont at the very Foundation of them; and fo 


to trace them regularly and occaſionally : And 
which I hall here endeavour to do in as brief 
a Manner as I can, according to my beſt In- 
tefligence. 
The Sovereignty of Puppet-Yſland, as I des 
hinted before, is * Hereditary, and partly 
| . 88 Clective. 
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Electiye. Which Point was ſettled and under- 
ſtood by the forming of a moſt Solemn Covenant 
between the Yawhoop and his Subjefs : Which 
they mutually enter'd into, for the Intereſt, 
Support and Preſervation of each other ; and 
which both Sides do moſt ſacredly ſwear to 
perform. : 

By Virtue of this great Contract between the 
Yawhoop and his People, the latter are allowed 
to ſele& from amongſt themſelves a certain ſti- 


pulated Number of ſuch capable Gentlemen as, | 


they may conceive moſt worthy and proper to 
repreſent their whole Iſland, in one grand 
Aſſembly ; as in many Parts of Germany, and- 
ſeveral other Places. Where their Dey Duty. 
arid Buſineſs is to "conſider, ſettle, an rectify 
every effectual Method, that can be deviſed. 
for the Honour, Intereſt, Safety and Welfare 
of their Sovereign; 3 and of the Iſland in gene- 
ral, or of any particular Part thereof. And 
if any peculiar ( Grievance ſhould, appear to them, 


either National or Perſenal, within their pro- 


per Juriſdiction, even though i it ſhould be offer- 


ed by their Sovereign himſelf, their abſolute 


Duty (by the Laws of the Iſland). is not to o- 
verlook it on any Account whatever. | But 
before they proceed. on any other Ba, ts hi 
Grievance i is to be redreſled,

And theſe Gentlemen are called in the Pup- 
pet Language, the 1/and-Puppets : For in their 
Mouths js contain'd the Viva Voce of the whole 
Iſland. And being ſelected by their different 
Towns and Diſtricts, thus to repreſent them; 
and to ſpeak their Opinions, Petitions, and Ob- 


jections, concerning all Public Matters, in this 


Honourable Aſſembly; they have the firſt 
Voice in every Law that is made. So that, if 
the Senſe of their Majority be againſt it, the 
Attempt, or Deſign of that Scheme, be what 
it will, can be of Non-Effet. But if it paſs. 
in full Probation; then is it preferr'd to the 
Conſideration and Opinion of another great 
Aſſembly, called the Yawhaves ; who are the 


| Granidees of the Iſland. And who are alſo, as 


properly the Guardians of the e 
Royal, as the land- Puppets are of the Liber- 
ties and Properties of the Subject. 

But, in the paſſing of all Laws, we muſt 
obſerve, that, as the Yawhaves have a Nega- 
tive upon the: /land-Puppets; ſo likewiſe, has. 
the Tatoboop a Negative upon them both. So. 
that, there can no Scheme poſſibly paſs into a. 
general and National-Law, without the joint 
Concurrence of the whole three Powers. Nor- 
has the Yawhoop a Shilling Revenue from the 


Hand, but what he muſt firſt aſk, by Law, of 
1 
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thefe land- Puppets. But ſtill, what may ſeem 

very ſurprizing to fome People, is, that altho 
he can command no Part of their Property, 
but what they generouſly give hm ; yet, is 
he now got Maſter of ſuch an Art, (that is to 
fay, his Miniſters ace; and which is the ſame 
Thing) that he can, thereby, fiſh out of his 
Subjects Pockets, their very laſt Shilling: And 
though it ſhould be damnably againſt their Wills; 
yet, ſhall it be with their own Conſent too, 
And, although, this may be to ſome People 
abſolutely paradoxical, yet I can affure you 
that it is eafily to be made out. And which 
may by and by be ſeen. For while they went 
on according to this legal, honeſt and uſeful 
Plan, as was underſtood. to be the true Mean- 
ing and Intention of the abovementioned 
Covenant; Things flouriſh'd and proſper'd with 
them : The Iſland grew extremely rich, and 
prodigious powerful. Thoſe neighbouring Parts 
of the World, which were then known to 
them, envy'd their Happineſs, courted. their 
_ Friendfhip, and dreaded their Power. If ever 
their Fleets departed from their Ports, they 
ſeldom return'd without either Peace or Con- 
queſt. Honour and Courage fired their Hearts; 
and the Love of Renown was dearer to them 
than their Blood. Often were they invaded 
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by powerful Fleets and Armies; even treble - 
their Numbers; but no earthly Terror was 
n capable of diſheartning their Courage; or ſhak- 
» Wing of their well-temper'd Virtues, In the 
, Cultivation. of their Arts, they were indifatiga- - 
s ble and laborious; very hoſpitable in their 
o Tempers; and in Defence of their King, their 
e Eights and their Privileges, not even Death it-

ſelf could move them. 
ln theſe Days, their Trade and Navkenion 
were all the firſt Points in View ; and when- 
erer they found their Sovereign's Right and Dig- 
> ity inſulted, or invaded, by Foreign-Enemies , 
or was otherwiſe impoſed upon by his own 
Minifters at Home; they would never leave, 
Wir give up the Cauſe, until the Firſt were re- 
iuced to Reaſon ; and the Latter were either 
liſplaced, or puniſhed. 
In this happy State did this douriſhing land I N 
| Joice, even for Ages; and while the Yawhoop 
nd his People, went Hand in Hand, they be- = 
eved that the Force of the whole Globe, unit- | 
| againſt them, were not their equal Match. 
And as a Proof of their eminent Riches , 
nd of the loyal and liberal Spirits of the Res- f 
le, I may confidently affirm, that no Spot of '" 
arth in the whole known World, of the ſame i} 
apnitude, ever did; and I verily believe, | 
yer will, advance their Sovereign, ſo much ll 
Money, = 
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Money, in ſo ſhort a Time, as they have many 
Times done; and all too, by their own 
une Acts. | 


CHAP. IX. 


Some Account of the Religion, or. rather 
the Religions of the Puppets: viz, 


The Peterians and Aritipeterians. E/ 


 pecially of the whimſical Doctrine of the 
Latter. 


HE Puppets have many Religions a- 
mongſt them, but the two Chiefeſt 


are diſtinguiſhed by the Terms of Peterians | 


and Antipeterians, The Government of the 
- Iſland is, at this Time, regulated by Antipe- 
zerian-Laws 3; which is a Religion pure- 
ly weeded out of the Peterian Sy/tem ; for this 
laſt is ſaid now to become greatly Corrupted 
with the groſſeſt Errors: Such as violent Cruel- 
ty, Perſecution, Idoliatry, Oſtentation, Want 
of Brotherly Charity, Hypocriſy, Tyranny, 
Sc. &c. by which malignant and deadly Im- 
preſſions, they bear the Antipeterians a moſt in- 
veterate and mortal Hate. And indeed the 
Doctrine of the Peterian-Faith is at this Time 
. e And, it is very plea- 

ſant 
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{ant to hear the continual Conteſt that is made 
between the Peterians and Antipeterians, con- 


cerning the Doctrine of Hell, or rather Hells ; 
the Firſt of theſe being not ſatisfy'd with the 


Perturbations, which are cauſed by the Suppo- 
poſitions of one Hell only; but out of their 
great Duty and Love for Heaven, in order to 
maintain their Proſelytes from any kind of Er- 


ror, if poſſible ; and that they ſhall be good 


and righteous, whether they will or not, at 


their more than Eternal- Peril to the Contrary, 


they have outdone all the Doctrine of the 
Prophets of Old, the Saints and Apoſtles of 


Chrift, even from the firit Eſtabliſhment of 


Religion to their own Time ; by poſitively aſ- 


| ſetting and maintaining that there are no leſs . 
than two Hells; and that one of theſe Hells, is 
o commodiouſty ſituate (for their Clergy 1 
mean) that not a Saint can go to Heaven, but 


he muſt, per-force, whether he will or not, pophis 
poor Soul into this damn'd Place: Where it 
ſeems it muft lie according to their Doctrine, 
wallowing and ſtinking in the midſt of Fire 
and Brimſtone, and Pitch and Tar, and Salt- 


petre, and Char- coal, and Bees-wax and Tur- 
pentine, and Squibs and Crackers, and other 


Combuſtibles, till Peter himſelf (the head Man 


of their Church) or ſome of his commiſſion'd 
| Officers, 
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Officers, are pleaſed to ſend an abſolute Expreſs 
to the Princely Sovereign of this ſame firſt 
Hell, and all his Subſtitutes, commanding that 
they ſhall be immediately releaſed ; and for 


which good and potent Deed you are to under- 


ſtand that the ſurviving Relations of this im- 
priſon'd Soul muſt very ſufficiently pay for. 
Otherwiſe, they muſt lie there, broiling, ſtew- 
ing and ſuffocating to Eternity, without the 
leaft Hope of ever being releaſed. But being 
once enlarged by Peter'd Authority, they imme- 
diately ſet out for Heaven that Moment ; 
where, and: in that dingy Condition (which 
they ſay they are much the ſweeter and better 
for) they fafely arrive ſoon after, without the 
jeaft Let or Moleſtation whatſoever. 


But what we may obſerve, as a little cruel and 
ill-natur'd of this ſame Powerful Peter, is, 
that although he pretends (nay 'and abſo! utely 


ſwears it too) that he has got a Mafter-Key to 


both theſe Hells, and can do whatſoever he 


pleaſes in either of them; yet, he will ſuffer the 


poor Antiperteian-Souls to lie in the Midſt of 
theſe worſt of Torments, without affording them 


leaſt Pity or Aſſiſtance imaginable, or even 
troubling his Head the leaſt about them; and 


which, we may conccive is 2 very cruel Neg- 


lect and indeed a Want of Natural-charity. 
18 | | But 
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But however this Doctrine the Anti peterians 
make ſo great a Foke of, that ſome of them in 
a ludicrous Manner, proclaim that this ſame 


Peter, their chief and mighty Patron, is in the 


moſt amicable and ftrict League and Friend- 
ſhip with the Prince of the other Hell; and that 
the Hell we have been juſt ſpeaking of, was 
only a Chimerical one; taiſed by the Contri- 


vance of theſe two Chiefs, and their Abettors, 
in order to bring Griſis to both their Mille. 


For, by the People's earneſt Endeavour for 
the Enfranchiſement of their demiſed Friend's 
unhappy Souls, out ef this imaginary Hell; they 
almoſt drop of Courſe inſenſibly into the other 
Hell ; fo that this ſecond Zell ſeems only a kind 
of Bubble; a little like the South. Sca Scheme 
in the Year Nineteen and T weenty, in England; 
or like the Chariatable Corporation Plan; or 


the Naturalization-Bill; or the Miſſiſippi in 
France; where all are ſure to be Loſers, but 


thoſe who are at the very Bottom of the Plot. 


But howſoe ver odd this Doctrine may ſeem to 


ſame of our Readers; it is confidently affirm'd 
upon that Iſland, that by the indefatigable In- 
duſtry of the Peterian Clergy, this Doctrine 
hath gotten ſuch Footing that the Yearly Pro- 
fits ariſing from their Freeing of thoſe poor de- 
luded People's Souls, “, amounts to many

JTillions 
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Millions of Money.—A very urofitable Trade, 
indeed and by no means ought to be loſt. 
But on the Eſtabliſnment of this ſecond Hell, 


and ſome other Articles full as good, the Pe- 


terians found it impracticable, without the Ad- 


dition and Aſſiſtance of ſome little Terreſtrial 


Hells, of their own Creation and Ki:ndling ; 
wherefore they took upon them to burn alive 
all thoſe who fell into their Hands, and would 
not believe as they were pleaſed to have them. 


But thoſe Procecdings did them very little Ser- | 


vice towards the Increaſe of their Number : for 
they were look'd upon by the Antipeterians, for 
whoſe ſole Sake. and Converſion it was con- 
trived, to be ſo near to the Proceedings of the 
Devils themſelves, that they rather ridiculed 
and contemn'd them, than embraced or ap- 
proved them. 

There are many other Secs and "ORR 
among the People of this Iſland, which I do 
not think worthy my Trouble of noting here; 


everyPerſon who is capable of or ſhall happen to 


hit upon any Thing new, ſets up himſelf for 
Founder and Patron of ſome extravagant Opi- 
nion; and never fails of drawing whole Multi- 
tudes of Fools after them : And who are, there- 
by, exhorted to believe what neither their Origi- 
nal hinſeſf, nor any of his deep Diſciples can

conceive. ' But the more myſterious and dark 
it appears, 'the more Orthodoxically-Religious 


it muſt certainly be; for the chief Support of

CHAP. X. 


Containing a Rhapſody of Pu — Cuſtom, 
Superſtitions, &c. &c. 


H EN the Puppets gain ſome little 
Advantage of their Enemies in Battle, 
8 are ſo extravagantly tranſported with their 
Succeſs, that you would imagine it was a very 
extraordinary Thing, and that ſuch a Conſe- 
quence very ſeldom happens to them. But to 
ſhew you that they are not very deep Philoſo- 
phers at thoſe fortunate Junctures, I muſt take 
Notice that the News of a Victory, immediately 


and abſolutely overpowers their rational Parts, 
and proclaims a ſecond Conqueſt as effectually, 


and ſuddenly over their Reaſon and Enſes, as 


Powder and Ball could poſlibly have done it 


over their Carcaſes in the Field of Battle. From 
a general Gravity and Stilneſs, which, prior 
to the Arrival of this rare News, naturally 
took Place in all Ranks of People; in an In- 
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ſtant of Time, after the Publication of their 
good Fortune of War, ſo ſuddenly and wonder- 
fully are the Spirits and Minds of Men to be 
. wrought by Trifles, that the Tranſition of Modes 
on this Occaſion, ſcem like an inftantaneousEle- 
vation from the moſt profound Melancholy, to 
the higheſt Degree of frantic Madneſs. And ſo 
furiouſly did this kind of Epidemic Rage con- 
tinue to operate amongſt them for ſome Days, 
that you ſee nothing committed by them, but 
the moſt ridiculous Follies, and crazy Antick- 
Tricks. Such as aſſembling together in large 
Groups, and in a riotous and outrageous Man- 
ner, turning their moſt choice Laws into Bur- 

leſque, Ridicule and Abuſe : By roaring about 

the Streets in a moſt frightful and ungovernable 

Manner, ſtopping their Fellow- Subjects vi & 

urmis, with great Clubs and other dangerous 

Weapons, and forcing them to give them Mo- 

ney to heighten their Inſolence, ere they will 

-Juffer them to purſue their intended Buſineſs. 
And on the ſlighteſt Pretence that may be, will 
aſſault other People's Houſes; by breaking 
their Windows, or tearing down whatever 
Timbers are open and liable to their unreaſona- 
ble and unlawful Rage. And then, by burn- 
ing them in a moſt inhuman and provoking 
Strain before their own Doors : Drinking, 
dancing, and ſhouting round the . unlawful 
| Flames 
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Flames in ſuch tumultuous and elevated Fa- 
ſhion, as though they had been acting the 
moſt laudable and beneficial Scene imaginable. 
This they ſometimes continue for evan Days 
and Nights together; obliging all People witt.* 
out Reſpect to either their Perſons, or their 
Circumſtances, to illuminate their Houſes in a 
moſt ſplendid and extravagant Manner; at far 
more Expence than many of them can conve- 
niently ſpare. But no Matter, it muſt be ſc, 
thoſe within Doors, let them be never ſo wiſe, 
grave, or "prudent in themſelves, muſt, on 
theſe tranſporting Occaſions, publiſh a moſt 


luminous and ſplendid Sympathy ef Error with- 


in, to pacily thoſe without, Otherwiſe, greater 
Extremes would immediately be proceeded to; 
the evil Conſequence of which no one could 
pretend to foretell. And the ſame Exceſs cf 


dangerous Rage attends upon their general Re- 


ſentment, (when they are once moved) as this 
I have ſhewn on their general Joy; and there- 
fore the Conſequences thereof are doubtleſs 
much more to be dreaded + As the Subject it- 
ſelf is certainly more powerful, aggravating, - 
and not ſo eaſily cool'd. And although theſe 
People are naturally fierce and obdurate in re- 
venging public Abufes; yet the State-Mini- 
ſters are ſeldom any wiſe alarmed with any 
b of Danger therefrom, till the 
I 3 Storm 


fathers had affected his particular Principles and 
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Storm is ready to burſt upon them; notwith- 


ſtanding their Hiſtories are charged with many 


mournful Inſtances of ſuch Events; and they, at 


the ſame Time, may be daily abridgingor deſtroy- 
ing of the free-born Rights and Privileges of 
the People, in open Defiance of all — and 
Juſtice to the contrary. 

There are as many Political Parties in this 
Iſland, as there are Religious ones: And which 
are as ridiculouſly bigotted to their own Opini- 
ons, as People can poſſibly be, for whatſoever 
Party they are pleaſed to eſpouſe, it is no eaſy 
Matter to make them believe that they have, 
or ever had, on that Side the Queſtion, the 
leaſt Fault to complain of. And on the con- 
trary Side, they are as ſure to have nothing 
elſe but Faults. Their Sovereigns, their Prin- 
ces, their Generals, their Admirals, their Pa- 


triots and Miniſters, and even down to Fidlers 


and Fortune-tellers, are always either the 
brighteſt Angels or the blackeſt Devils, for 
they are utter Strangers to any kind of Medi- 
um. They are above being put out of their 


old Road; and ſo ſuperſtitiouſly fixt are they 
to their Family-Errors, that (for an Inſtanc2 


of the Truth of this Aﬀertion) becauſe one of 


their former Yawhoops was remarkable for a 


great Hump on his Noſe, all thoſe whoſe Fore- 


In- 
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Intereſt, would abſolutely Wear the Index Sign 
of their ſueceſſive Loyalty in their own Faces. In 
Order for which, you might frequently ſee them 
deating their Noſes againſt a Poſt or an old Wall, 
to make it ſwell in the Middle; that it might 
the more conſpicuouſly proelaim their continued 
Intereft in his peculiar Cauſe. 

But for all this, Puppet-Iſland is perhaps the 
only Place in the whole World for a bad Man 
to live in, who, after practiſing all the vil- 
lainous T'ricks upon Earth, has a Mind to 
leave a great good Character behind him: 
Which may be recorded and impoſed upon the 


whole Iſtand, for the Value of about ten or 


twenty Shillings Engliſb Money. This is done by 
Means of certain circulating Papers not unlike 
to our common News- Papers. And when a penu- 
rious Bite, who has, perhaps, cheated and defraud- 
ed all he ever dealt with, and by that Means 


has accumulated a mighty Fortune, his next Heir 


not being willing that the buſy talking World 


Mould have it in their Power to caſt ill- natur'd 
Reflections on his deceaſed BenefaQtor's Me- 
mory, preſently prevents it by this infallible, 


eaſy, and cheap Method. The following is a 
true and exact Tranſlation of one of thoſe pub- 


lic Chronicles; which was done from one that 


was exhibited immediately after the Death of 


a very eminent Sharper of Quality: Who was 
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alſo a very great Miſer; a n Sloven ; 4 


common Cheat; and a remarkable Brute. 


Veſterday died advanced in Vears, the Right 
Worſhipful,— univerfally amented by all who 
had the Benefit and Pleaſure of his Acquain- 
tance; he was a Man of ſound Judgment,

Thus you ſee that a Perſon Sr could not 


acquire even a tolerable Character, when living;

after he is dead, eftabliſh a moſt ſnining and 


amiable one, on Record, for ever, all through 


the Kingdom, But I cannot here omit one very 
remarkable Cuſtom, and which, too, is here 


eſtabliſh'd by Law, in this Iſland 3 and as I 


imagine that it will afford my judicious Readers 
ſome little Mztter of Suprize and Entertain- 


ment, I ſhall preſent it to them as it appeared 


to me.

Maſquerade ; and the Cauſe thereof. - 


.,F TER I had been upon the Iſland ſome - 
& ſmall Time, and it being new about the 
middle of their Winter; I happen'd one Morn- 
ing to lie in Bed a little longer than ordinary; 
when going into the Street, on ſome particular 
Occaſion, to my very great Surprize, I ſaw - 
every body, Men, Women and Children, all 
with diſmal ſmear'd Faces, and very melancho- 
ly Countenances. For ſome Time, I could not 
perſuade myſelf but that I was convey'd by 
Magic, into ſome Part of Athbiopia; and be- 
can to be under ſo mueh Concern about it, that 
by the Aprehenſions, of my own Fears, only, 
[ have ſome Reaſon to believe, that I really 
dragged a more woeful Countenance than any 
of thoſe black-faced Puppets I am now ſpeaking 


of. But however, it was impoſſible for me not 


to enquire the Cauſe of this ſo difmal and ge- 
neral a Change. When, I was informed, that 
it was a kind of formal, and National Maſque- 
rade, once a Year ; and forced upon the Peo- 
ple by a very particular and ſtrict Lavr,vccafion-

are not very eaſily appeaſed again: Now, it 


happen'd ſome few Years before I came there, 
I kndw not how long, that one of their former 
Yawhoops, not happening to pleaſe them in his 
general Behaviour, they made no more to do, 
but whipt him up ; and after Keeping him a 


Priſoner as long as they thought proper, they 
brought him to a Tryal, as they called it; and. 


there charged him, before his Face, of being a 
Pickpocket, and a Houfe- breaker, and a Diſ- 


| ſembler, and a Murderer ; and of ſeveral other 


very heinous Crimes: But the chiefeſt Evidence 
that appeared againſt him, at this Tryal, 1 


was told, was the Head of an old Stick, which 


they had lent him to carry in his Hand, inſtead 


of a Scepter. And which Head being ſtuck 


on, with a bit of Sealing-Wax, or Cobler's 
Wax, or ſome ſuch Thing, as the poor Yaws- 


4 Hoop (being ignorant of Nets damn'd Trap) 
© happen'd to ftrike the ſtick againſt the Ground, 


a little harder than ordinary, looſen'd the Wax, 


and off jumpt the Head, before them all. Up- 


on which, they immediately got up, and ſwore, 
all of them, a Thouſand Oaths that he was 


plainly guilty of every Charge againſt him: 


And 
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And that this was a providential Omen, and 
a a ſufficient Proof of it; as well as a very 
lively Document for the Manner of his Execu- 
tion; which they immediately decreed ſhould 


be, to chop him to Death with a Carpenter's 


great Hatchet. And that the Executioner ſhould 
begin firſt with his Head ; and next, with his 


Arms, and ſo forth downward; and that, if 
he lived after his Head, and his Arms, and his 
Legs, and his Thighs were all chopt off, then 
his Genitals were to be taken from him, to 
prevent his Getting any more Children: After 


Which, he was to be cut up and quartered 3 


and a Quarter of him to be ſent to each Quarter 
of the World, to prevent his coming together 
again, But, to their very great Amazement, 


they no ſooner deprived him of his Head, as 


above, but they found it ſuperfluous to. hack 
and carve any more of him. And fo they put 


him into a Coffin, and as it is faid, privately 


buried him, according to the Cuſtom of the 
Iſland. 

After this ſtrange Proceeding, as we may 
well ſuppoſe, there were great Murmurings and 


Difputes held amongſt the People in general, 
concerning the Death of their Yawhoop. Some 


rejoiced, and others were ſorrowful; but how- 


ever, though i it was ſome Years after this, be- 
fore 
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fore they would let the eldeſt Prince mount 
his Father's Throne; ; yet, he was no ſooner 


reſtored, than they who ſo lately had aſſaulted 


the Lion ſo fiercely, and had robbed him of his 
Regal-Den; now, threw off his borrow'd . 
Shape, and covered themſelves with Lamb's 


and Aſſes Skins; thinking, thereby to have 


ſaved their ſtinking Carcaſes, but there were 
many of them, nevertheleſs, ſmelt out. And 
the reſt of them grew ſo very crouching, that 
they would now canonize the, very Man for 
2 Saint, whom they had before, thus exe- 
cuted for a- Thief and a Murderer. And 
to make the Memory of this black-Act more 
horrible and laſting they made a Law, that 
they would annually, from that Time, dedi- 
cate that fatal Day, to a ſtrict and general 
Mourning : And that it ſhould be penal not to 


black your Face and look Touring and ſorrow- 


fu}, ſo that, in every Street, you might ſee them 
rubbing their Noſes in the Channels, and all o- 
ther dirty Places; nay, and you mu/? do it, to; 
even, notwitliſtanding you might have had an 
old penurious Parent, or other Relation, who 
had that Morning died, and left you an Eftate : 


of ten "Thouſand a Year. 
Thus you may obſerve, that this ſtrange and 


giddy People | ſoon ſuifer'd — contra- 
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| ry to all Senſe and Reaſon, to be rapidly hurried 
from one ridiculous Extreme, as unw arrantably, 


into anbther.— If the People of England were to 
commit ſuch Extravagances, what would the. 
World ſay of them? 


CHAP. XII. 


| Of the Puppets Dramatick - Entertain-- 


ments, Poets and Players. 


IHE Puppets are extremely fond of all 
kinds of  Publick-Entertainments:; the 


chief of which I ſhall endeavour to give my 
Readers a very particular Account of, as far 


as I have been able to inform myſelf thereof, 
They are very ſkilful.in Muſick, Dancing, and 
many other uſeful and pleaſing Amuſements, 
But as for their Night-revelling and fuch like, 


we ſhall paſs them over without the leaſt Re- 


gard; and for their Love of Gaming, and its 
dire Effects, we ſhall diſtinctly ſpeak of it elſe- 
where. So that, at preſent, we ſhall only treat 
of their ſublimeſt and moſt profitable Entertain- 
ments: I mean their Dramatics ; which are not 
unlike to thoſe we have in the Theatre-Royal in 
England. And, indeed, they have alſo the Royal 


Sanction for what they exhibit near. the 


Court. 277 ut 
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Now, although the perfect Underſtanding of 


theſe learned Performances, were quite out of 
my Latitude; yet, by Obſervation, I found that 
many of the Puppets who pretended to be Cri- 
tics in them, were generally of my Way of 
Thinking. In the firſt Place, they ſaid that 
theſe Places had the Yawhoop's Authority, for 
their learned inſtruCtive and moralQualities: And 
therefore, were alſo worthy of the higheſt En- 

couragement : Becauſe thoſe Characters which 
| were there exhibited, were looked upon as ſo 
many Pictures in Real Life; and a powerful 


Invitation for all Youth to ftrive in a. pleaſing 


Emulation of the good and virtuous Ones; and 
as much to the contrary, that the eviland vici- 


ous Ones might be deteſted and avoided. But 


it was very evident that this good Deſign of 
their Drama was not ſupported as it ought : 
For it was obvious, even to me, that there 
were ſo many Faults and Errors committed in 
the Controlment, Management, and Perfor- 
mance of theſe Deſigns, as in perhaps any of 


their kind in the known World. For as the 


_ greateſt Part of theſe Writings are highly 
eſteem'd by the moſt polite and learned Per- 
ſons of both Sexes in the Iſland ; as being ge- 
nerally believed the moſt inſtructive, witty, 
and ſublime Images of human "Thoughts; ſo 
one would imagine that thoſe beautiful Perfor- 
4 VA31W oo. AS, | _ 
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mances ſhould be ſupported with the utmoſt 


Spirit and Dignity. But inſtead of this, they 


are frequently blended with B uffooneries and 
Mummery of the loweſt Invention. And this 
ö Sufferance is not perhaps ſo much the Fault of 
tune Mannagers, as it is the Depravity of the Au- 
dience, in encouraging them; who can mean- 
ly, ignorantly, and contentedly reſt ſatisfy'd to 
participate of the moſt groſs Jumble of inco- 
herent Nonſenſe, after being moſt elegantly 
feaſted with the richeſt Offerings of Wit and 
fine Images Imaginable. But I do not here think 
it worth either my Time, or my Readers, to de- 
ſcend to thoſe Particulars. I ſhall therefore, 
for Brevity-ſake, only acquaint you, that it is 
often ſuch kind of ſtupid Stuff, as is to be met 


with in Bartholomew-Farr ; as Rope-dancing, | 


Tumbling, and many Antick-Tricks of low 
Mummery ; intermixt with a little Jumping, 
Dancing, Singing, &c. And yet, it does not 
ſeem altogether characteriſtic with the Impar- 
tiality we have before profeſs'd, to paſs by this 


Opportunity without taking ſome Notice of 


the Nature of thoſe Accidents which generally 
frequent the Puppet-Theatres. 


If a Theatrical Audience were to be proper- 
y ſorted and claſs'd, I know not whether they 
* wou'd not admit of twe nty different Sortments; 
J and not above two of them i in Fact, worthy to 
£ taſte 
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taſte of a right good Dramatic Entertainment. 
And theſe two Sorts, which our Readers at firſt 


ſight may think a little ſtrange, are the moſt 
Learned- Judicious; and the moſt Tgnorant-11- 


literate. The firſt of theſe we'll ſuppoſe are 
in High-Life, and the latter in Low-Life; For, 


whereas, the former Claſs of theſe wide Diſ. 
tinctions can both diſcern and underftand their 
Beauties and their Faults, they are proportiona- 


bly pleaſed with the One, and able to correct 
the Other. And theſe are ſuch, as in England. 


are called learned Critics ; and who are certain- 


ly both of great Uſe, and Ornaments to a Thea- 


tre, . by being both a Support and Encourage- 
ment to their Excellences (in either the Au- 


thor, or Performer) and a proper Check to 


their Improprieties, and Abſurdities. And, 


the Latter, I ſay, being many of them the 


moſt Illiterate; do alſo frequently go there to 


be diverted with what they well know, them 


ſelves, they don't underſtand, nor do pretend 


to it. Yet, Nature is ſo prevalant in them, 


that when a beautiful Stroke of a Tragic-Au- 
thor, is equally elevated by the true and power- 
ful Performance of the ingenious Actor, the 
Paſſions riſe in this Plebean, till his Soul is as 


ſenſibly touch'd with the Strokes, as the Scho- 


lar's : And he participates as largely, in effect, 


as the Critic ; though he is not ſo capable of 
de- 


decyphering the Cauſe of it. In Comedy, this 


Perſoa is as ſuddenly and perfectly affected with 


Wit and Humour, if it comes with his Com- 


prehenſion, as the other: And is therefore, I 
apprehend, as worthy of the rich Entertain» 


ment he thus enjoys. But now, my Readers- 
where will you find the other eighteen Parts of 


this Hotchpotch Audience ! We ſhall briefly re- 


ply for you, that, for a nearer and more perfect 
Probation, than running to Puppet-Ifland for it, 


jet thoſe Scrutineers who would have a juſt Idea 
of them, but turn their Eyes towards their own 


 Theatres-Royal, and they may thereby be very 
eaſily ſatisfy'd. There may they find them, 


and divide them, as follows: And alſo, diſ- 


cover, that they are all of them, foreign from 
any Deſign, or Deſire of being entertain'd 


from the Stage. That is to ſay, 


Gentlemen, who come there to pick up- 
Ladies; and Ladies who come there to be 


pick'd up, and to prey upon thoſe Gentlemen: 


Beaux who come there to ſhow their fine Airs, 
their fine Shapes, and fine Cloaths, to the Belles; 


and Belles who come there, to do the ſame to 
the Beaux. Some, who come to ſee the Play, 


with no other View than to find fault and be - 


troubleſome ; and others, who know not other- 


wiſe how to dif _ of n Seele r or their 


Time. 
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Many other Diviſions. might be made in an 
Engliſh Audience with great Propriety; but as 
it may ſeem too bold and prolix in me to at- 
tempt it here, I ſhall fubmit the remaining Part 
of this eaſy Taſk. to the Pleaſure and Judg- 
ment of my judicious Readers. And ſo I 
ſhall-ſtep back to my Hiſtory. 

As I have again got footing on the Iſland of 
Puppets, my Readers, I. apprehend, need not 


to be remember'd, that themſelves, with the 


following Scene, are likewiſe conſequently tranſ- 
ported thither, together: And that we are al- 


ſo now ſpeaking of Pappet-Plays and Play- 


houfes. And as many of thoſe Compolitions 
are of a kind of an hiſtorical Nature, and 
others of a more ſublime Caſt, repreſenting 
the Lives and Actions of Kings, Princes, and 
Miniflers ; the late * Yawdaw and his good 


Brothers of the State, enacted an eſpecial Law to 


prevent any Theatrical-Squibs and Serpents be- 
ing flung at them, in particular, from the Stage: 
Becauſe the Authors of thoſe ſort of Dramatic. 


Pieces are generally ſuppoſed by many of the 


Puppets to be Men of more that ordinary Spe- 
culation and Underſtanding ; tho' ſeldom the 
richeſt ; and therefore, the natural Genius of 
theſe Puppet-Wits frequently leads them to 
deal out their ſevereſt Satire, whenever they 
have a fair Opportunity for ſo doing; the Mi-

niſters, to ſtagnate all ſuch Proceedings againſt 
themſelves, made it next to Death and the De- 


vil, for any Author to write the leaſt Word 
againſt a Stateſman of any Nation; to prevent 
any Alluſion to themſelves. But, they might 
write ten thouſand Million of falſe Encomiums 


upon them, if they pleaſed, and by ſo doing, 
there was no Harm done. 

The Puniſhment uſually inflicted on theſe 
preſumptuous Authors for reviling any 
State-Miniſter in their Writings ; was, that the 
Piece, thus guilty, was firſt condemn'd as 


Blaſpbemous: And it was no leſs than Petit- 
Treaſon, afterwards, for any one to read it; and 
far worſe than either High-Treaſon, or Murder, 
to dare to approve it. The Players are forbid 
to act it; and the Author himſelf is condemn'd 
to be ſtarv'd to Death, for his atrocious Au- 
dacity: And if any Perſon ſhall afterwards, 


through the prevailing Call of Pity, Humanity, 


_ Charity, or Compaſſion, (call it what you Pleaſe) 
offer him the leaſt Aſſiſtance, he is ſure to be 
treated for ſo doing as the worſt of Traitors, 
and an Enemy to the Government. 


Now my generous Readers may eaſily re- 


flect, that, in an Iſland famous for ſo great 
Plenty of all ſorts of the richeſt and beſt Food; 
and where the Inhabitants in general do alſo 
take ſo much Delight in good Eating and Drink- 
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ing for a Perſon, I ſay, in ſuch a Place, and for 


ſo ſmall a Crime as this appears, in the Opi- 
nion of us freeborn Engliſhmen; to be condem- 


ned to the bard griping Fate of being ſtarved to 


Death, is a very unpleaſant Theme for a Man 
of Appetite to think on. And for an higher 


Illuſtration of this Melancholy Suppoſition, we 


will for a Moment, beg leave of our generous 


Readers to tranſlate this Tragic-Scene, from 
Puppet-Iſland to England; and ſuppoſe that 
the Famous Mr. H—4—1, whoſe happy Volu- 


bility of Appetite, they ſay in one Year, ruin'd 


an honeſt worthy Houſekeeper, by articling 


unadviſedly with his Worſhip, to ſupply bis 


curious and voracious Stomach ; in all its Crav- 
ings, for that Space of Time, for the poor Al- 


lowance of ſix hundred Pounds, only ; when, 
by woeful Experience, he found (but alas! too 
late ]) that three Times that Money, would 


not have over paid him. 


But J ſay, ſuppoſe this worthy Gentleman 
ſhould any wiſe, undeſignedly, in his Way, 


pronounce from his Fingers Ends (for thoſe are 


his beſt Inſtruments of Speech, ) the Accents of 
ſome bold forbidden Truths, ſwoln high in 


Sound only (without expreſſive Words) and luſ- 


cioufly pour'd forth from the ſweet Organs 


Throat, raviſhing to the Ear, but conſtrued to 
Offence; and afterwards, for this harmo- 


nious * the offended Powers ſhould iſſue 
forth N 
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forth tae aforeſaid horrid Sentence againſt him! 
What humane Chriſtian, but muſt feel a Sym- 


pathy of inward Gripings, at the plaintive 


Croakings and Belchings of his poor, reſtleſs, 


and moſt wretched Stomach and Bowels; which 
in Magnitude are not much inferior to thoſe of 


a Coach-Horſe? Farewel then to Burgundy ! 
Arrack | Champaign ! and Claret ! Farewel ! 


dear Ottolans and Turkey-poults ! with all the 
mighty Train of numerous Dainties ! Farewel 


to all the guttling ! guzzling Sweets! (which 


at the neareſt Computation, might maintain a 
moderate Country Pariſh) Oh! F arewel ! Fare- 


wel!—Never to return again. 
. Upon my Word and Hononr, my gentle 


Readers, the Penning of this good Scene hath 


ſo potently wrought upen my own tender Spi- 
rits, that I, cannot but think it would ſhew it- 
ſelf to great Advantage, and might perhaps 
affect the Audience, (either upwards or down- 
wards) were it but properly introduced in the 


Height of a good Tragedy; for it is, indeed, 
too moving to be carry'd on, in this entertain- 


ing er. 
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CHAP. XIII. 


A farther Account of their 11.7 reatment 


F Poets, and a particular Inſtance of 
which 1 was myſelf a Witneſs. 


HE Art of Poetry is now very near 


_ extin&t amongſt the Puppets; and it 


ſeems indeed greatly owing to this Cauſe; the 


Natives of this Iſland generally treat Poets with 


much leſs Humanity, than a Barbary Infidel 


does a Chriſtian Slave. So that to be there 
ſuſpected of being a Poet, is equal, if not 


worſe than to be thought a common Robber, 


And yet, what is very ſtrange, and ſcarcely 


to be credited, People of the moſt refined 
Taſte amongſt them, affect prodigiouſly to be 
delighted with Reading of Poetry ; as well 
as to underſtand it, too: Many of them having 
more of that Sort of Mriting in their Cloſets, 
than of Religion. And yet, at the ſame Time, 


are ſo unaccountably unmerciful towards the 


ingenious Authors of it. | 
The Character of a Poet, in Puppet-Iſſand, 

J can compare to nothing nearer than that of a 

mag- Dog in England; where every Body en- 


deavours either to get out of his Way, or to 


throw ſomething at him. For, to be there 
C 
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ſuſpected of the villainous Crime of ſcribbling 2 


Poetry, is much like that, ſome Years ago, of 
being thought a Mitch in England. And they 
are generally ſuſpected too, of that Malady, 
by the ſeme Symptoms as Mitehes uſually 
were: ix. a ſimple Appearance of Poverty, 
and a Murmuring to themſelves, as they go 
about their Buſineſs. And which, we do ſup- 
poſe, is no more than a kind of pleaſant and 
inward Converſation with their own Thoughts; 


which, to others, who never think at all, may 


ſeem ſomewhat unaccountable. 


But you cannot there pop your Head into 
any Houſe whatever, and they ſhould ſuſpect 


you to be guilty of Poetry, but you are ſure to 
be inſulted for it. And though, out of an ele- 
vated Reſpect for your Genius, they may erect 
a Monument to. your Memory an Hundred and 
fifty Years after your Death; yet, while you 
are alive, they make but a very little Account 


of you. This, to a generous Engliſhman, 


may doubtleſs ſeem very ſtrange Doctrine; but 
I can honeſtly aſſure my Readers, that they 
have at this very Day, in a great many of their 
Churches in Puppet-1/land, many elegant Mo- 
numents which were erected by Charity to the 
Memory of certain favourite Poets, Whoſe 
Lives they immortalized, by the Generoſity of 
* them to Death. — Oh ! Milton ! Ot- 


way 
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Way 1 Butler Denuis ! &c. &c. &c. How 


happy was it for you, that you were all bern, 


and dy'd in England | 
Juſt as the Puppets eſteem Poets, ſo they do 
the Players too; for as it is generally allow'd 
(even by them) that theſe ingenious, | uſeful, 
entertaining People, either do, or ſhould, (if 
they are properly qualified for their Buſineſs) 
underſtand Nature, Paſſions, Men and Man- 
ners, better than almoft any other Set of Peo- 


ple (Poets and Painters excepted) in the whole 


Iſland, ſo they deal by them accordingly : For 
they are there term'd in Law Vagours; 
Which Word, a little like the French, ſignifies 
an idle, looſe, diſorderly Perſon; and the ſame 
as a common Beggar. And are, therefore 
treated but one Degree better than a Poet ; and 
that Advantage over the Poet, the Player exacts 
by his generally appearing ſomething better 
rigg'd than the Poet: Becauſe, as the Buſineſs 
of a Player unavoidably obliges him now and 
then (if poſſible) to put on ſomething like a 
clean Shirt, he frequently outſhines the Poet in 
Apparel all to nothing. Yet, notwithſtanding 
this Advantage, the Player has no ſuch a fine 
Time of it neither ; nothing being more com- 
mon in that Iſland, than to ſee and hear an igno- 
rant Caxcomb, who is an abſolute Stranger to the 
Alphabet, call one of thofe uſeful and ingenious 


People 
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People (as we ſhali here ſuppoſe them Vagour, 
by way of Inſult and Contempt. Which Be- 
haviour, I have, indeed, often thought, deſery d 
the ſevereſt Chaſtiſement. 

Perhaps it may be thought a liztle warping 
from that regular Method, which we propoſed, 
when firſt we undertook to regulate and adjuſt 
the Notes and Journal of our Author; to in- 
form our Readers, here, of an odd Adventure 
which befel him after he had been about eight 
Months upon the Iſland. But, as we ſhall have 
frequent Occaſion to mention the Perſon who 
with all Reſpect and Deference we are now go- 
ing to introduce to our Reader; as it will cor- 
roborate-and greatly ſtrengthen what we have 
already advanced; we think it much more me- 
thodical to preſent him in this Place, than to 
with-hold him any longer; becauſe, as we have 
ſo lately and unavoidably mention'd his Pro- 
feflion, it will ſeem more natural, and better 
Manners in us to ſhew him here, than to let him 
wait till-we have an abſolute Neceſſity for his 
Preſence z and then, to be obliged to lug him 
in by the Head and Shoulders, as many of our 
ill bred modern Authors do ſome of their moſt 
polite Characters. Beſides, as this worthy and 
uſeful Perſon is a very compleat Gentleman, 
both by his Education and Profeſſion; we think 
it our Duty towards each Party, to preſent 
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him here to our Readers with ſome little Cere- 


mony. 
In the firſt Place, we beg Claw to ſay that 
this noble Gentleman is by Trade and Country 


an eminent Poet in the Iſland of Puppets, and 
that he is a Perſon of Taſte and Underftanding, 


the Sequel of our Hiſtory, we truſt will ſhew. 
But if any of our haughty Readers ſhould be 


diſguſted that we have given him the Appella- 


tion of a Gentleman ; we would gladly be in- 
form'd what other, Title he may more properly 
be diſtinguiſh' d by, without giving Offence? 


Beſides, as there is not a Journeyman-Taylor, 


nor a Foot-Soldier in Great-Britain, but what 
claims that Title by his Profeſſion; I know no 
Reaſon why we ſhould refuſe it to an ingenious 
Poet, though he be a Foreigner. As we have 
already ſhewn how Poets are generally eſteem'd 
in this ungrateful Iſland (as we :muſt here 


think it) we ſhall now proceed to inform you, 


how our Author, there, firſt became acquainted 
with this learned Gentleman: And which in 
his own Words, are as follows: 


Being one Day in a Public Houſe, much 


| like that of an Engliſb Alchouſe (for I fre- 


quently went about in Diſguiſe to learn as 
much of the Nature and Manners of the Peo- 
ple, as I Mae could) I was ſuddenly ſur- 

prized 
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prized by the People's gathering together in 


ſmall Groups, and crouding into the ſeveral 
Corners of che Room; and all, whiſpering to 


one another, directed their Eyes with great 


Contempt, towards a grave looking Gentle. 
man; who, at his firſt entring the Houſe, ac- 
cording to the Faſhion of that Country, ſa- 
luted all the People in the Room with his Hat, 
and then ſat down in a vacant Seat, pretty near 
the Fire; for the Weather was indeed at that 
Time cooliſh. By all the People's ſo earneſt 


Endeavour to avoid his Company, as well as by 


their evil Looks towards him, and his mean 
Apparel, I at firſt imagined him to have been 
one of thoſe hated People, who, in England, 
are beſt known by the Name of Bailiff's Fol- 
lowers; or he might have been an Informer, or 
any other ſuch Perſon; nay, he might have 
been a Thief for aught that I knew; and 
therefore, I did as the reſt of the People did; 


that is to ſay, I got as far out of his Company 


as I poſſibly could. And by fo doing, being 
at this Time pretty well acquainted with their 
Language, I ſoon underſtood the Reaſon of 
this very ftrange Proceeding, as I thought it. 


This Gentleman, for ſo I ſhall yet call him, ; 
notwithſtanding his Countrymen's Contempt of 


him, was a tall, thin, well-favour'd Man; o 
about forty Years of Age; had a fine ſolid arid 
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compoſed Countenance, and an Eye that ſeem'd 
as quick and piercing as a Dart: And though it 
was plain that he both ſaw and knew their Mo- 
tions and their Thoughts; yet he ſeem'd quite 


unmoved at them: And ſhew'd in his Counte- 


nance, a kind of pleaſant, or as it were a much 
more ſublime Contempt for them, than they 
were capable of expreſſing for him. 

His Apparel was extremely mean from Head 
to Foot, but perfectly clean from any kind of 
Filth whatever. His Looks expreſſed a moſt 
conſpicuous Mixture of Sweetneſs, Grandeur, 


and Penetration; which, when I came to un. 
derſtand what he was, made me to reflect very

The Scale of Power then he held, 
And where he fought, his Arms compelld 
Before his Sword whole Kingdows fled ;

No ſooner had the Poet ended the above 
Lines, than all the People in the Room ex- 
prefs'd a moſt hideous and confuſed Noiſe. Nor 
was it poſſible for me to diſcover whether it 
was Applauſe or Diſapplauſe, it was compoſed 


of ſo many ſeeming Contradictions. Some 


figh'd,, ſome howl'd, ſome groan'd, ſome 
laugh'd, and others clap'd their Hands. So that 
[ could form but a very indifferent Conſtruction 
how this Speech (if I may ſo call it) was gene- 
rally approved.

FT ER L had reflected ſome Time on 


the Danger that threatened me, and 


alſo on the propereſt Means to avoid it, I 
concluded on the following Scheme; and 
which I thought no very ordinary Contri- 
vance. 5 

I was now in my Bedchamber ſtudying to 
myſelf, when this Thought aroſe in my Mind, 
which having a little digeſted, I reſolved with- 
out the leaſt Delay to put in Execution. 'To 
which End, I ſent immediately for a kind of 


Gropenter, that had before done me ſeveral little 


Jobbs, 
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Jobbs, and whom I thought a very ingenious 
Fellow ; when he came to me, I informed him 
that I had a whimſical Fancy came into my 
Head, which I had an-Inclination to put in 
Practice: That he muſt directly go to Work 
and finiſh my Plan, and be ſure not to open 
his Mouth about it to any Perſon whatſoever, 
till I ſhould give him Leave. The Fellow was 
faithful, and about ſeven o'Clock in the Even- 


ing of the ſame Day, he brought me what I 


had ordered, entirely to my Mind. This De- 


vice was 2 wooden Carriage made very ſtrong, 


to hold a Blunderbuſs fixed faſt down upon an 


exact Level, about three Foot from the Ground, 


and fo to be ſcrew'd to the Floor, or taken away

263 
the Uſe and Proof of it; and there lock'd it up 


till I retired to my Chamber; when I loaded 
my Blunderbuſs, which was very large, with :

And then 
having fixt it in the Carriage, I pointed the 
Mouth as ex:. aly as I could toward the. Center

Being thus arm'd without, I thought it highly 


neceſſary to be alſo a little fortify'd within. To 


which End, I likewiſe placed upon the Table 
with my Arms a Bottle of good Wine ; with 
which, I ſparingly aſſiſted my Spirits; for my 
continual Expectation, together with my Hopes, 
Fears and Anxieties, was very fatiguing. After 


I had thus waited, with my Eyes and Ears wide

This Story made me ſmile, becauſe I plain- 


ly faw that thoſe ftrange Goblins were only the 


Effect of their diſtemper'd Imaginations, which 


aroſe from their hearing of the above Noiſe. 
And-therefore I told them that if the Houſe 


was haunted by any Evil Spirits, which I did 
not know but that it might, I had great Faith 


the Ghoſt was by this Time effectually laid; 


for that I had employ'd a very ſufficient Officer 
for that Purpoſe, who I did verily believe had 
done his Duty ; and in pure Compaſſion to the 
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poor Women (who were half diſtill'd to Jel- 


ly with their Fear) I ſent my Steward to their 


Chamber Doors to com fort them; and to aſ- 
ſure them that there was neither F. ear, Harm, 
or Danger of any kind.

I is impoſſible to deſcribe the Surpriſe of.my 
Servants, when I inform'd them of the

In the firſt Place, we faſhion'd to our Pur- 
poſe a couple of Pieces of good ſtout able Tim 
ber, but made hallow, well plain'd and paint- 
ed, and which parted in the Middle, at the 
Diſtance of about ſix Feet, and met at the 
Point (aHead) like a Net- makerꝰs Needle. Theſe 
were made convenient for cutting the Water,

and ſufficiently brac'd together with Iron, with 
Mood, and with Ropes; in ſuch a Manner as 
to ſtrengthen and affiſt each other.

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all round, as far as this kind of Cabin reach'd,, 
with tuell. painted- Canvas. But what made it 
ſtill more agreeable was, that this Covering, 
upon an Oecaſion, might be let to fall back» 
wards, like the Head of a Chaiſe, and drawn 
up again at Pleaſure : And in the Front we 
contrived a good warm ſtrong Curtain to draw 
as we pleaſed ;. ſo that when it was compleat, 
it was as commodious and as convenient as ſuch
